Canadian Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis contradicts the account 
of a Vancouver-based halibut boat 
skipper that he had been detained 
and later expelled.as a trespasser 
from fishing grounds within the 12> 
mile limit off Alaska, over which 
the United States claims jurisdiction. 

The fisherman, according to ad- 
erican authorities, was not expelled 
from Alaskan waters within the 12- 
mile limit and the incident does not 
repudiate the arrangement by which 
Canadians can fish in some Ameri- 
can-claimed waters. The deténtion 
and alleged order to move, they say, 
involved other considerations—mat- 
ters reportedly concerned with vali- 
dation of a boat's licence to fish in 


that area under joint Canadian-U.S._ 


halibut regulations. 
. "The issue may be dismissed as a 
misunderstanding.

The Separation of Fact From Fancy 


By ED GOULD 
Long Beach, as everyone 
knows, is Canada’s largest 
and finest sandpile, and one of 
the best in the world, 


Aside from that bit . of 
information, most of what is 
said, written or broadcast 
mouth-to-mouth about. this 
west coast recreational area, 
is either partially inaccurate 
or downright wrong. 

Some of the more popu- 
lar half-truths: you can only 
get there by airplane or boat; 
aceess by car is over a 
gruelling gravel road, high- 
lighted by. a stretch of white 
knuckles — mountain-climbing 
best left to goats; the road is 
restricted to logging ‘trucks 


except on weekends and after 
loggers Zo to bed. 


Some of the less popular 
untruths: it’s foggy and rainy 
114% months of the year; it is 
now a national park and you 
can't buy any waterfront; the 
beach is covered with hippies 
and bums in search of hand- 


‘guts. 


A few of the facts: The only 
tough stretch to drive is 15 
miles at the east end. It is 
truly not for the faint of heart 
or the best place to tow a 40- 
foot mobile home across. But 
once negotiated, it's. practi- 
cally clear sailing. 

It is true that some deep 
potholes only contain a filling

But there’s no need to lose 
either ‘your cool or your 
muffler if you travel slowly. 

There are no other hazards 
on the 70-mile highway from 
Port Alberni, regardless of 
what the gas pump jockey in 
Parksville may have told you. 

Once past this stretch there 
are 2 miles of gravel road 
almost ready for paving. 
Another 10 miles is being 
paved and after that-you are 
on pavement right to the 
beach. 

The whole trip can be done 
at posted speed limits in 2% 
hours. 

The most stunning views 
are from _ nerve-wracking 
heights along the trip. Unfor- 
tunately, depending on. your 
point of view, reconstruction 
will take the highway down 
along the shore of Sproat 
Lake within two years. 


You can, of course, avoid 
the whole scene by coming in 
by air or water. Airlines offer 
scheduled or charter flights 
daily and a passenger ferry 
leaves Port Alberni Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays for 
Ucluelet during the summer 
months. 

The charge that hippies are 
cluttering Long Beach - is 
groundless. Now that the 
parks__branch __charges all 
beach dwellers $1 a night the 
hippies have moved farther 
south to Wreck Beach. 

Some have also gone up an 
unnamed creek east of there, 
partly because the beach is 
nearly overrun with surffers 
who come there from as far 
away as California. Surfing in 
waves up to seven feet high, it 
is recommended that enthu- 
siasts wear wetsuits or 2 
double-ply 
underwear.

The water is cold, although 
it is°warm enough to swim in 
somé of the sun-warmed tidal 
pools, especially those at 
Chesterman Beach, north to- 
wards Tofino. 

The ‘communities of beer- 
drinking surfers and pot 
smoking hippies co-exist with 
the tourists who stray into 
both camps. An RCMP con- 
stable told me there is less 
trouble on the beaches than in 
the towns.

TV Ads Train 
Film Director

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — With 
his close-cropped hair and 


slight figure Claude Lelouch 


looks as if -he might be the 
prop boy on a movie set. But 
when he starts commanding 
cast and crew, there is no 
doubt he is a director. 

Lelouch is directing a film 
called Again, a Love Story. 
Lelouch has worked with film 
for most of his 37 years. At 10 
he was making movies with 
his father’s home camera. At 
17 he toured the United States 
for his father’s textile firm, 
making two short movies 
along the way. 


But his real training ground 
was television commercials. 


“I used to make 300 com- 
mercials a year — one every 
day,” he remarked. “It was a 
“preat way to learn how to use 
film; it taught me ‘to have a 
“ot of ideas. 


- “Now F have my own 
production company in Paris, 
and’ one of the divisions 
makes commercials — at 
least 200 a year. I don’t make 
any ‘myself anymore; I 
employ young directors and I 
enjoy helping them learn. 
Before, new directors came 
out of short subjects. Now 
they learn their trade in 
commercials.” 


It was an auto commercial 
that contributed to Lelouch’s 
great success, A Man and a 
Woman.’ His lyrical photo- 
graph of a car in motion 


’ 


formed an important segment 
of the film. 


“The film, I believe, has 
already -mad-e— $20,000,000 
throughout the world, includ- 
ing $6,000,000 in America,”’ he 
said. “I was the sole pro- 
ducer, and I controlled the 
rights everywhere except in 
the United States. I sold the 
rights here to Allied Artists so 
I could have the money to 
make it.” 


Lelouch followed with Live 
for Life, a failure in the U-S. 
It contained an attack on 
American participation in the 
Vietnam war. But the director 
emphasized that he was not 
anti-United States. 


“Tt is impossible to judge a 
nation by one event,” he said. 
“You cannot judge America 
by Vietnam any more than 
you could judge France by the 
Paris riots last May.” 


Again, a Love Story will 
take place across the United 
States, visiting such places as 
Las Vegas, Kanab, Utah and 
New York City. But Lelouch 
insisted that he is not trying 
to portray America. 


“What I will show is the 
view of America by two 
French people — a composer 
Jean Paul Belmondo and a 
girl Annie’ Girardot who are 
working with a movie com- 
pany,” said Lelouch. “A 
Frenchman cannot interpret 
America any more than. an 
American can intorpret 
France.”

Mr Schiff said the referral 
cases are those which would 
be handled by an ombudsman, 
if the province had one.

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These Patients Are Under the Water

Victoria’s newest hospital 
doesn’t have any beds and 
much of its ward space is 
under water. 

The hospital’s “adm inis- 
trator” is Bob Wright and the 
patients are all drawn from 
Sealand, the underseas attrac- 
tion at the Oak Bay Marina. 

Wright decided to get into 
the hospital business when his 
staff noticed many of the 30 
octopuses in Sealand went off 
color after a period on stage.

“They have a. protective 
coating that runs off with 
continual handling. They'ne 
nocturnal. creatures — and 
shy — and a week or two of 
being on show takes a heavy 
toll,” said Wright. 

A recuperative. ward for 

, Show-sick octopuses is one of 
“the. main features of the 
hospital. 

This is set under the water 
with a dark topping to give its 
occupants a sense of security. 


Octopuses are not the only 
patients. 

Dolphins have _ relapses 
when subjected to abnormal 
stress, fish acquire parasites 
that have to be picked off by 
hand, sea lions and other 
animals need de-worming from 
time to time, ami every 
incoming salmon is given an 
anaesthetic so the attending 
“physician” can give him a 
shot that prevents him catch- 
ing disease from the puncture 
the fisherman's hook made. 

Wright says the new hospi- 
tal is the only one of its kind 
in the world. He and his staff 
went into the business be- 
cause they’re determined to 
have a healthy underwater 
show. 

The hospital has an enclosed 
sun patio with a southern 
exposure which Wright says 
will be invaluable im winter 
months.

The ground floor wards are 
three-level: the first enclosed, 
the second outside and _ the 
third below sea level.

Pri- 
marily, this took the form of 
a pill parade, with every 
animal and bird receiving the 
daily dosage cannily hidden n 
their first fish. 


Chief pill administrator 
Chris Whiting says his 
patients. are just as stubborn 
about pill-taking as children. 

“You have to really hide 
them. Otherwise, even Haida 
the killer whale will juggle the 
food around 'in his mouth and 
spew out_the 19 muiti-vitamin 
Pills he has to have each 
day.” 

There are Bi pills for birds, 
Vitamin C, and other assorted 
combinations, including syn- 
thetic penicillin which is ad- 
ministered “‘when one of the 
patients is sick with a cold or 
the trots.” 


Local veterinarian Dr. Alan 
Hoey has joimed the hospital’s 
staff. Helping him out as 
consultant physicians (Consul- 
tations are normally by long- 
distance phone calls) are Dr.

OTTAWA (CP) — Kenojuak 
is a petite Eskimo woman 
who has just completed a 
work of art many times her 
size. 

Tiny, modest, and friendly, 
she and her husband, Johnnie 
bou, 54, recently returned to 
their home at the art co-oper- 
ative in Cape Dorset, N.W.T.. 
on the southern tip of Baffin 
Island. 

They had been m Ottawa 
with three of their five chil- 
dren working on a project for 
the Canadian pavilion at Expo 
70 in Osaka, Japan. 

While the couple stayed in 
the capital, their two little 
girls—Pee, 4, and Padio, 3— 
attended nursery school. and 
Adamee, 9, went to public 
school. 

It wasn’t Kenojuak’s first 
visit to Ottawa. She and her 
husband were here late in 
1967 when they had a joint ex- 
hibition of prints at the nation- 
al library. At that time Keno- 
juak received the medal of 
service of the Order of Can- 
ada. 

“T like it here,” she said in 
an interview through an inter- 
preter before leaving. “And 
being with three of my chil- 
dren, I am not too lonesome.”

liberty and security, whereas

As most of the Canadians in 
the area: were United Empire 
Loyalists who had fled from 
persecution in the U.S., Hull’s 
proclamation was not impres- 
sive. He stayed there until 
Aug. 11, and during that time 
a small British force from St. 
Joseph's Island captured the 
U.S. fort at Mackinac guard- 
ing the -entrance to Lake 


Michigan. This was the signal 
for the Indians to massacre 
the American settlement at 
Fort Dearborn, now Chicago. 

The Indian strength on the 
Canadian side was growing. 
They were led by Chief 
Tecumseh who was given the 
rank of brigadier-general in 
the British army and soon had 
600 followers: They would slip 
across the river and ambush 
small American contingents. 

The massacre at Fort Dear- 
born, the raids across the 
river and the loss of Mackinac 
worried-Hull_so_much_ that he 
decided to withdraw from 
Canada. and . consolidate _his 
force at Detroit. The invasion 
had been a fiasco.

Situated 1,200 miles west of 
Africa and 700 miles south- 
west of Ascension Island is 
the British crown colony of St. 
Helena. The Tristan da Cunha 
group and Ascension are 
dependencies of this 47-square 
mile -in- area island. St 
Helena’s capital is James- 
town. 

St. Helena Island was dis- 
covered on May 21, 1502, by 
Joao da Nova, a Portuguese 
navigator. He named it after 
this saint who is shown on the 
2s 6d St. Helena definitive of 
1931. On May 5, 1959, St. 
Helena issued a set com- 
memorating the 300th anni- 
versary of the founding by 
Capt. John Dutton of their 
first, permanent settlement. 
The 3d. value features the 
arms of the British East 
Indian Company which appro- 
priated thé island in 1651. 
Great Britain in 1834 gained 
complete control of St. 
Helena,, and the interesting 
1934 definitives mark the 
centenary of this event.

After the “Great Fire” in 
Landon (Sept. 1666). a number 
of Londoners moved to St. 
Helena. The tercentennary of 
their arrival is observed by 
St. Helena’s four - pictorials 
issued Sept. 4, 1967.

Wtih these, we don’t aim for 
football size, we use them 
when -the size of tennis’ balls 
from September on. Kohl-rabi 
often does best at this time of 
year. Parsley can be sown for 
new plants to supply winter 
requirements, a few seedlings 
in pots are often handy to

Nerve Gases

$ WASHINGTON—The army released figures 
Friday showing an increase in its open-air testing 
of nerve gases and admitting for the first time 
that it is conducting such tests at the Edgewood 
Arsenal, 15 miles northeast of Baltimore. ~ 


The declassified figures were made available 
te a House conservation subcommittee that has 
been investigating the possible dangers of open-air 
testing of chemical and biological warfare agents. 
They showed that tests have been at 
Fort McLellan, La., and Edgewood in addition to 
the Dugway Proving Grounds in Utah, where 6,000 
pons g were killed in a testing accident in March, 


: Subcommittee staff members said the figures 
indicate an increase in the volume, ‘scale and 
variety of tests during the last-year. 


Tests Jump From 67 ‘to 358 


The table showed 31 tests at Dugway during 
the year after March, 1968, but 67 tests planned 
there during the second quarter of 1969 and 358 
tests planned at Dugway during the three-month 
period that began July 1. 


For Edgewood, the report. showed 110 tests 
planned during the last three months, but said 
many of them might have to be postponed to the 
three-month period that began July 1. For this 
a period 129 tests are planned at Edge- 
wood. 


The Edgewood tests involve quantities rang- 
ing from 50 grams of Sarin to 10: pounds of VX, 
the gas that killed the sheep. .A total of 29-tests 
with VX are planned at Edgewood. Other gases 
to be tested there during the next three months 
are Soman and Tabun and EA-1356.

first anniversary of an event 
crucial in the life of Lt. Col. 
Michael Collins, USAF. a 
martini-fancying, pr ac tical- 
joking. former army. brat who 
likes German Shepherd dogs 
and hybrid roses almost a5 
muchas he does fishing and 
handbail. 

On July 23, 1968, he under- 
went an operation for removal 
of a bone spur in his spine. It 
was unknown what the sur- 
gery might do to his career as 
a moonquesting astronaut. 
What it did do immediately 
was scrub him from the crew 
of the first moon voyage last 
Christmas. 

For three months after- 
wards, he wore a high jury- 
collar—the surgery was on a 
neck vertebra—and traipsed 
the Manned Spacecraft Centre 
corridors turning his whole 
body instead of his head. On 
final recovery, he threw him- 
self into’ making up time. He 
did it. : 


Beautiful Person 

Collins was born in Rome, 
Italy, and can claim no 
hometown , because of the 
travels of his late father, Maj. 
Gen. James L. Collins. His 
uncle is the renowned Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins, former U.S. 
Army Chief of Staff. His 
mother, Virginia, of Washing- 
ton, D.C., is a frequent visitor 
in Mike’s white brick, con- 
temporary home. 

“He’s the most balanced 
one of the (Apollo) group— 
comes off more as a human 
being, has a good sense of 
humor,” says Paul Haney, the 


former ““Vdice of NASA.” “He 
likes a martini—maybe three 
or four.
